In  common  with  many  other  leading  growers,  I  offer  three  sizes,  viz.:  Large, 
Medium  and  Small  this  Season.  Large  1%  inch  and  larger  (in  some  varieties  2  inches 
in  diameter)  and  termed  “Large  Blooming  Size.”  Medium  is  Ya  inches  up  to  1  inch 
and  over  and  termed  “Blooming  Size,”  while  the  Small  is  %  inch  up  to  Ya-  Many  of 
these  Small  bulbs  will  bloom  the  first  year  under  normal  conditions,  but  too  much 
should  not  be  expected  and  are  bought  for  “growing  on,”  and  are  much  more  satis¬ 
factory  to  buy  for  that  purpose  then  Bulblets,  and  I  believe  a  better  investment.  For 
LARGEST  and  BEST  blooms,  buy  the  LARGE  SIZE. 

Twenty-five  (25)  Bulbs  of  a  kind  and  size  may  be  had  at  the  100  rate.  Five  (5) 
Bulbs  at  the  10  rate,  where  10  are  priced  at  $0.40  or  more.  At  prices  quoted  this  season 
we  cannot  afford  to  put  up  an  item  for  less  than  $0.20.  MINIMUM  ORDER  $1.00.
